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A NEW multi-storey car 
park costing more than 
£4.5 million is one of the 
long-term suggestions for 
solving Newmarket’s park¬ 
ing problems. 

It is one of the ideas put forward 
by consultants employed to 
develop a long-term “parking 
strategy” for the town. 

The estimated cost of the car park, 
which would provide 300 spaces, 
does not include the cost of buying 
the land to build it on. 

But no site for the car park has 
been identified. 

Other suggestions, subject to 
available finance, include adding an 
extra deck to either of the existing 
surface car parks in Rous Road or All 
Saints Road which would cost 
around £900,000 to provide an 
additional 100 parking spaces. 

The London-based consultants 
Colin Buchanan, employed by Forest 
Heath District Council, have also 
said it would cost £300,000 to have a 
dedicated park and ride service for 
the town with two buses. 

The suggestions were among the 
“high cost” ideas revealed in a six- 
hour public consultation session 
held at the town’s Palace House 
Mews on Tuesday. 

Visitors to the exhibition were 
invited to indicate their support, or 
opposition, to proposals for resi¬ 
dents’ parking zones and other 
proposals which included a “pay and 
display” system for parking in the 
High Street.

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Police appeal 
to residents for 
help finding 
drug factories 

A NEW appeal is being made for residents 
to tip off the police about houses that are 
being used as drug factories. 

The appeal is part of a Cannabis 
Awareness campaign which is being run 
across Suffolk by the Community Safety 
Partnership. 

The campaign is supported by Suffolk 
police whose safer neighbourhood team 
officers will be delivering leaflets to raise 
awareness about the various points 
including doctors’ surgeries, community 
centres and youth clubs. 

Officers will also be available to discuss 
drug-related issues. 

Suffolk police are appealing for people 
to give any information they may have 
about cannabis factories and are asking 
landlords to stay alert to the tell-tale signs. 
In 2009 police discovered 13 cannabis 
factories across Suffolk. 

A guide for landlords ‘Keeping illegal 
drugs out of rental properties’ is available 
from Suffolk Police, which outlines how 
property managers, landlords and owners 
can work with police to tackle this issue, 
preventing problems both for themselves 
and local residents. 

Detective Chief Insp Steve Mattin said: 
“When criminals operate out of rental 
properties it can lead to damage, loss of 
rent, possible toxic contamination, risk of 
fire or flood and reduction in property 
values as well as having an adverse effect 
on those living near the address.”

The residents’ only restrictions could 
operate for as little as two hours in the 
morning with the aim of discouraging all¬ 
day parking by workers at town centre 
businesses. 

The consultants estimated that 250 
vehicles were parked on the streets every 
week day - more than 70 of them parked 
all day. 

The issue of residents’ parking zones has 
been revived after a previous consultation 
resulted in the idea being shelved because 
of lack of support from residents. 

The cost of parking permit could be 
around £60 for two hours. The cost would 
cover the administration and enforcement 
of the restriction. 

Ion Hale, principal transport planner 
with Colin Buchanan, said a report would 
be prepared for the council which would 
have to decide what the next moves would 
be. 

He said: “We’re here to listen. We have 
proposed some things and people can add 
their own ideas.”

Fatal caravan crash 
family ‘devastated’

A WOMAN killed in an 
horrific crash on the 
All had been sitting 
in a caravan with 
several members of 
her family. 

Rita Decassia Medeiros E 
Silva, 50, died when the 
caravan in which she was 
travelling was “obliterated” 
by a Ford Transit van near 
the Fourwentways junction 
with the A1307, close to the 
Worsted Lodge service 
station, on Sunday 
morning. 

She was travelling with 
Romiero troupe - regarded 
as one of the best circus 
acts in the world - which 
she founded with her 
husband. 

Police have said the 
caravan and a red Chrysler 
Grand Voyager pulling it 
were stationary on the 
nearside of the dual 
carriageway when it was 
hit by the van. 

It is believed the 
Romieros had stopped to 
fix a puncture on their 
people carrier but it was so 
cold that several of them 
went into the caravan they 
were towing. 

No-one in either vehicle 
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was seriously hurt, but all 
10 people inside the small 
white caravan were 
injured. 

Three remain in 
Addenbrooke’s with serious 
injuries and three with 
minor injuries. 

Insp Alan Page, from 
Cambridgeshire police, 
said: “The family is 
devastated and we’re doing 
everything we can to help 
them through their 
embassy. 

“We are trying to find 
them accommodation 
because everything they 
owned was in the back of 
the caravan.” 

Mrs Silva was part of a 
Brazilian circus troupe, 
which had been 
performing in Great 
Yarmouth in The Circus of 
Horrors on Saturday night. 

The “alternative rock and 
roll circus” is based on the 
Mexican ritual of ‘The Day 
of the Dead’ (Dfa de los 
Muertos). 

Mrs Silva, a stage hand, 
and her troupe were 
believed to be travelling to 


the Italian island of Sicily 
for a show. 

Police are appealing for 
witnesses to the incident, 
which took place at 
6.35am. 

Fire crews from 


Cambridge and New¬ 
market attended the scene 
and helped paramedics to 
look after the casualties. 
Interpreters were also 
called to the scene and at 
Addenbrooke’s and West 


Suffolk Hospital in Bury St 
Edmunds.

Chip shop woman 
sacked unfairly 


AN assistant manager in 
a chip shop has won a 
claim for unfair 
dismissal after she was 
sacked for giving chips 
away. 

Ann Parr lost her job at 
Newmarket’s Central Fish Bar 
a year ago. Now she has been 
awarded nearly £2,500 by an 
employment tribunal which 
ruled her sacking was unfair. 

Mrs Parr, 50, of Thirlwall 
Drive, Fordham, said the first 
she knew about the issue was 
just two days after the shop 
was presented with the 
Newmarket Weekly News 
trophy for winning the best 
fancy dress contest at the 
town’s pre-Christmas late 
shopping night. 

“I had no previous 
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warnings before I was handed 
a letter telling me to come to 
a disciplinary meeting,” she 
said. 

“Food was being given 
away before I started working 
there. All the staff did it.” 

She said the food was given 
away to businesses near the 
chip shop in Market Street, 
Newmarket. In some 
instances the food was given 
instead of payment for 
services such as key cutting. 

Mrs Parr, who worked at 
the chip shop for more than 
two years, said she was happy 
with the result of the 
employment tribunal but she 
said she was still pursuing

separate legal action. 

The tribunal judgment 
said: “The dismissal was for a 
potentially fair reason . . . but 
the respondent (Phil Fotiou, 
owner of the Central Fish Bar) 
acted unreasonably in 
treating that as sufficient 


reason for dismissing her.” 

The tribunal reduced its 
compensation award by 25 
per cent because it ruled that 
Mrs Parr had “to some extent” 
contributed to her own 
dismissal. 

Mr Fotiou said he acted 
when he found out that chips 
were being given away to four 
shops. 

“Basically I didn’t follow 
procedure,” he said. “This is a 
small family business and I 
didn’t quite understand the 
law I had to follow. 

“I should have given her a 
written warning then another 
warning. 

“I have nothing to be 
ashamed of. It’s hard enough 
to manage in a recession 
without food being given 
away.” 


Distracted driver has bank card stolen from 


A WOMAN’S bank card 
was stolen and used to 
withdraw cash after she 
was distracted by a 
driver who asked her 
for directions.

Worker was buried 
when hole collapsed 


A COMPANY has been ordered to 
pay out £5,500 after a worker was 
buried alive when a hole he was 
working in collapsed. 

Builder Mark Miller, from Mildenhall, 
was excavating a hole at Penny Farm 
near Brinkley on October 22, 2007, when 
the accident happened. 

He had been attempting to ‘batter 
back’ the sides of the trench when it 
collapsed. 

Mr Miller was completely buried in 
earth. 

He was saved by his boss Anthony Hill, 
who managed to dig out the soil covering 
his top half before the fire service arrived 
to free him. 

Hill, of Plantation Road, Sawston, 
pleaded guilty last week at Cambridge 
Magistrates’ Court to two charges of 
breaching his duty to his employee, and 
contravening a health and safety 
regulation. 

Robin Cooper, prosecuting, said: “He 
was buried up to his abdomen and felt 
his left leg break. More earth then 
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collapsed on him and buried him to 
above his head.” 

Firefighters rescued the man, and 
estimated the hole to be 30 to 50 metres 
long and three metres deep. 

Mr Miller suffered a broken left leg, 
and has had a metal rod implanted. 

Andy Cave, defending, said: “We’re not 
talking about a shyster or someone 
trying to make a quick buck. He has an 
unblemished record over 30 years of 
working in the industry.” 

The court heard how Hill, who was 
working several acres away, freed the top 
half of Mr Miller’s body using a digger 
before the fire service arrived, potentially 
saving his life. 

A statement was read on behalf of Mr 
Miller, who has worked for Hill Plant Hire 
for 13 years, and defended his employer. 

Mr Miller said: “If it wasn’t for his skill 
on the digger, I would not be here today. 
I am still working for Mr Hill and I will 


continue to.” 

Magistrate Rosie Cooper said: “Let us 
hope there have been some lessons 
learned. Don’t ever let anyone get into 
this situation again.” 

Hill was fined £3,500 for breaching his 
duty to his employees, but did not 
receive any separate penalty for 
breaching health and safety regulations. 

He was also ordered to pay £2,000 
court costs and a £15 victim surcharge. 

A statement was read out from 
Stephen Wells, who has worked for Hill 
for more than 30 years, and was present 
at the time of the accident. 

He said: “He’s a fair boss, and he’s very 
conscientious of his workers. I witnessed 
the incident and saw his skill and quick 
thinking. Mark would not be here today 
if it wasn’t for Tony.” 

Mr Cave said: “He runs a good 
business and he’s never been in court in 
his life before today. I remind the court 
that the fine must be proportionate to 
the means, and this is a very small family 
business.”

Keith Paterson, 77, 
was placed third in the 
East Midlands and East 
Anglia region of the 
national Laterlife 
Challenge.

Bus users are 
being penalised 

Sir, I read with interest your article 
‘Council acts on bus complaints’, 
and although I was encouraged by 
the support of Newmarket Town 
Council (NTC), I was 
disappointed, although not 
surprised, with the response from 
the managing director of 
Stagecoach [Weekly News, March 
4). 

However, as a regular bus user of 
the 11 and 12 bus routes between 
Newmarket and Cambridge, I 
wonder whether NTC had also 
considered approaching 
Cambridge City Council (CCC), 
who surely must also have some 
say over the services provided by 
Stagecoach for buses that travel in 
and out of their city. Cambridge is 
supposedly committed to public 
transport, and is meant to actively 
discourage the use of private cars 
as a form of transport to work. 
However it appears to be the bus 
users who are currently being 
heavily penalised for trying to use 
those very buses to get to work. 
The reduction in the early 
morning timetable has greatly 
affected passengers’ ability to 
reach work in time. The loss of the 
6.20am bus has obviously pushed 
more people onto the first bus of 
the day (now the 6.45am), as they 
have no other bus to use. I am 
forced to catch that bus (which is 
now a very full double-decker) on 
a fairly regular basis, as the next 
bus to Cambridge (the 7.25am), 
cannot keep to its scheduled time 
(this week it has been between 15- 
30 minutes late arriving into 
Cambridge each day, and on 
Monday last week it appears that 
the bus didn’t run at all), and is 
now so crowded that it is usually 
standing room only when leaving 
The Guineas. 

I feel greatly for those who 
obviously need to catch a 
connecting bus when arriving into 
Cambridge bus station. As the 
early bus pulls into Cambridge, 
there is a dash for the exit as 
passengers pile off to try to catch 
other buses. These are people 
who, like myself, cannot afford to 
live in Cambridge, who possibly 
cannot afford to drive a car (and 
certainly would not qualify for a 
designated parking space in which 
to park the car at the other end), 
but who are urgently needed by 
the city to staff such 
establishments as Addenbrooke's 
Hospital. These are fare-paying 
customers - surely they deserve 
more than this restricted service? 

I have frequently written to 
Stagecoach, and to the Head of 
Transport for Cambridge in the 
past, but although my letters are 
answered, the response is never 
very positive, which is 
demonstrated by the obvious 
continual deterioration of the 
service.

Centre would be 
better elsewhere 

Sir, I am a bit surprised that Angus 
Critchley-Miller says of we Forest 
Heath councillors that “They don’t 


know what they’re doing” re 
rejecting his arcade project (Weekly 
News, March 4). 

The proposal before members was 
suggesting that the council endorsed 
signing a blank cheque to an 
unidentified payee, which would be 
irresponsible use of taxpayers’ 
money. 

Apparently the proposers do not 
know who owns 61 High Street, 
whether they might wish to sell nor 
how much they might want. 

If one cannot submit a substantive 
proposal one’s ability to manage 
such a project must be questioned. 
The comment by Richard Spring MP 
that the arcade is “imaginative” is 
perhaps an understatement. 

If one blasted a path through the 
Premier Travel offices one would 
find that Palace House Stables 
remains much the same as it has 
been for the last 20-odd years. 

Nigel McCurdy is quoted as saying 
that the Home of Horse Racing Trust 
“did not feel the arcade was 
‘intrinsic’ to the success of the 
project”. 

What is intrinsic to the proposed 
centre is that the trust has still not 
raised sufficient funding to use some 
four million pounds worth of 
freehold land owned by Forest Heath 
ie taxpayers’ land. 


My feeling, previously stated, is that 
such a centre would be better sited 
elsewhere, perhaps on National Stud 
land, not least on parking and access 
grounds and Palace House Stables 
developed appropriately and 
sympathetically, perhaps for retail 
and affordable housing.

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Boss gets 200 
letters from the 
taxman in a day

A BUSINESSMAN 
received more than 
200 letters from the 
taxman in one day - 
and has deemed the 
error “a waste of 
taxpayers’ money”. 

Sharone Freed, 40, 
director of Freed Fencing 
Ltd, based at his home in 
Beechwood Avenue, 
Bottisham, discovered 52 
brown envelopes from 
HM Revenue and 
Customs (HMRC) on his 
doorstep one Saturday - 
inside each of which 
were four letters. 

He claims the total 
sum the penalty notices 
demanded he pay on 
behalf of his firm came 
to £39,300 - with the 
individual amounts 
ranging from £100 to 
£3,000. 

Mr Freed, a married 
father of two, said: “I 
came back home from 
taking my family out for 
pizza and there were so 
many letters the door 
was wedged. 

“I was shocked to see 
them all and I thought it 
must be a silly error.” 

Mr Freed’s accountant 
Greg Walker has since 
written a letter of appeal 
to HMRC about the fines 
for Freed Fencing, which 
trades as Colourfence. 


Mr Freed said he has 
been advised that all 
fines are suspended until 
the final decision. 

It has now been 
revealed by HMRC that if 
the penalty notices are 
cancelled Mr Freed can 
expect to receive a 
cancellation notice for 
each one issued - that is 
another 208 letters. 

Mr Freed criticised this 
as “mind boggling”. 

The mix-up began 
back in November when 
Mr Freed discovered he 
had two PAYE reference 
numbers. 

Mr Freed said he was 
advised to close one 


down and transfer all 
payments to one 
account. 

But on Saturday, 
February 6, he received 
the 208 letters which 
prompted him to contact 
HMRC again. 

Mr Freed said he was 
reassured he was up to 
date on payments, and 
that the error had 
possibly occurred due to 
the closure of the 
duplicated account. 

He added: “These 
letters are a waste of 
taxpayers’ money.” 

A spokesman from 
HMRC said: “We wish to 
apologise for 


inconvenience to this 
customer caused as a 
result of any error and 
will look into this matter 
as a priority.” 

He added the cost of 
sending out the letters 
would have been 
“minimaF’ as it is an 
automated process, 
though there would have 
been a cost for postage, 
envelopes and paper. 

The spokesman 
explained: “Incorrectly 
issued penalties are not 
the result of a system 
problem but failure to 
correctly follow 

procedure - this is being 
put right.”

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Health data 
goes digital 

NEW electronic health 
records for patients are 
being introduced in 
Cambridgeshire. 

The ‘summary care rec¬ 
ords’ give doctors and 
nurses access to 
information about an 
individual’s allergies, 
medication and any 
reactions they may have 
had to medication in the 
past. 

NHS Cambridgeshire 
says it will enable more 
efficient health care by 
making sure essential 
information is accessible 
to those involved in a 
patient’s care. 

A summary care record 
can only be accessed by 
staff involved in a 
patient’s treatment. 
Patients have the option 
not to take part. 

If patients choose not to 
opt in, the health care 
staff will continue to 
record details as before. 
Patients across Cam¬ 
bridgeshire will receive a 
letter explaining the 
scheme in detail and 
what they have to do if 
they want to opt out. 
Matthew Smith, 
assistant director, out of 
hospital care for NHS 
Cambridgeshire, said: 
“There many benefits to 
patients in having a 
summary care record, 
which will hold an 
individual’s key health 
care information. 

“This is particularly imp¬ 
ortant for treatment in 
emergencies and out of 
hours - and when 
patients are away from 
home.” 

The British Medical 
Association has called 
for introduction of the 
system to be slowed 
down, so that patients 
can be properly infor¬ 
med what they are 
opting in to - and the 
association says it 
should also be easier for 
patients to opt out.

Campaign to 
tackle bogus 
caller menace 


A NEW CAMPAIGN to 
tackle the menace of 
bogus callers has been 
launched. 

The national campaign, run 
by a national unit called 
Operation Liberal, is being 
supported by Suffolk police 
and sponsored by the Energy 
Retail Association (ERA). 

Launched on Friday, the 
campaign aims to make more 
people, particularly the 
elderly, aware of precautions 
they can take to avoid falling 
victim to distraction burglars, 
as bogus callers are described 
by the police. 

The key message of the 
campaign is “Not sure?...Don’t 
open the door.” 

The average age of victims 
of bogus callers is 81 so the 
campaign is particularly 
aimed at pensioners. 

A total of 69 distraction 
burglaries were recorded in 
Suffolk in 2008, 73 were 
recorded in 2009 and six have 
been recorded in 2010, up to 
February 25. 

Distraction burglars use 
tactics such as claiming to be 
from the council, the police, a 
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utility company or a health 
organisation. They may ask 
for a drink of water, to wash 
their hands or to use the 
telephone in an emergency. 
They may sometimes claim to 
have lost a pet or a ball in the 
back garden. They may also 
work with an accomplice, who 
steals from the property whilst 
you are engaged in 
conversation. 

Insp Chris Gilmore said: 
“The majority of people who 
call on homes are genuine, but 
we would like people to be 
aware of this kind of crime 
and to take some simple steps 
to avoid becoming a victim. 
The simple routine of ‘lock, 
stop, chain, check’ can 
prevent an offender gaining 
access to your home. 

“Distraction burglars do not 
usually break in or use force or 
threats, rather they take 
advantage of the victim’s 
vulnerability or good nature, 
so that when residents agree 
to help them or engage in 
conversation, a burglary is 


committed. 

“We would ask everyone to 
be wary of any callers that 
arrive unannounced and to 
remember that you do not 
have to allow them entry in to 
your home. If you’re not sure, 
don’t open the door. 

“The number of distraction 
burglaries reported in Suffolk 
has risen slightly over the past 
two years. We will be doing all 
we can to crack down on these 
offenders and we would ask 
that members of the public 
are vigilant and report anyone 
they suspect of attempting to 
commit this type of crime.” 

The campaign also urges 
members of the public to 
consider signing up the 
Energy Retail Association’s 
Priority Service Register and 
Password Scheme, which 
enables residents to check the 
identity of callers claiming to 
be from utility companies.

Councillors 
step in to 
help parish 
numbers 

TWO district councillors 
have been appointed as 
temporary members of a 
parish council which has 
run short of councillors. 

The parish council at 
Icklingham, has been 
reduced to two members - 
fewer than a quorum - the 
number required to make 
decisions and hold 
meetings. 

The council should have 
seven councillors but it 
already had one vacancy 
when three resigned and a 
fourth was deemed to have 
resigned by not attending 
meetings for six months. 

It left the council with 
two members, although 
the number required for a 
quorum is three. 

Peter Heard, Forest 
Heath District Council’s 
legal services manager, 
told a district council 
meeting that there was 
now a doubt whether one 
of the two remaining 
councillors wanted to 
continue. 

As a result the district 
council appointed two 
temporary members to the 
parish council - until villa¬ 
gers are found to fill the 
vacancies. 

They are Cllr Rona Burt, 
deputy district council 
chairman who lives in 
Tuddenham, and Cllr 
Roger Dicker, who repre¬ 
sents the district’s south 
ward and lives in Kentford. 
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Bugs and rodents cost hospital £20k 


RATS, fleas, mice and bed 
bugs have been plaguing 
wards at Addenbrooke’s Hos¬ 
pital in Cambridge. 

Health chiefs are itching to 
get to the bottom of why more 
than a dozen infestations 
happened in the last year - 
which included a “suspected 
cockroach”. 

They paid pest controllers 
£20,000 in 2008/9 to rid 
wards and staff areas in the 
Cambridge University hospital 
of disease- carrying vermin. 

Figures released to the 
Weekly News under the 
Freedom of Information Act 
revealed the extent of the 
problem. Critics have accused 
hospital chiefs of having their 
eye on hitting targets rather 
than keeping their noses to the 
ground to sniff out disease 
carriers.

Cllr Geoff Heathcock, 
chairman of Cambridgeshire 
County Council’s health 
scrutiny committee, said: “I 
am absolutely appalled that in 
the 21 st century, the largest 
hospital in the county can 
have such a wide-ranging 
problem with infestation. 

“This poses many 
questions about how high up 


the board’s priorities 
cleanliness really is, rather 
than chasing imposed per¬ 
formance targets.” 

But health chiefs insist they 
have a clean record on pest 
control compared to other 
trusts. An Addenbrooke’s 
spokeswoman said: “Our 
patients expect 100 per cent 
expert care in a clean, safe 
and comfortable environment. 
The trust takes pest control 
very seriously and employs an 
external company to perform 
monthly routine monitoring, 
provide advice and treat any 
infestations.” 

The results of the Freedom 
of Information Act request also 
showed Cambridge University 
Hospitals NHS Foundation 
Trust, which runs 
Addenbrooke’s, had problems 
with ants, wasps and flies. 


Man jailed over 
indecent assault 


A FORMER horse 
transport company 
boss has been jailed 
for indecently assaul¬ 
ting two girls. 

James Ratcliffe, 68, had 
denied assaulting the two 
sisters, now in their 20s, 
when they were teenagers. 

But he was convicted of 
six out of the 10 charges 
he faced and was jailed for 
three-and-a-half years at a 
subsequent sentencing 
hearing at Ipswich Crown 
Court last week. 

He was also ordered to 
be on the sex offenders’ 
register and was banned 
from working with child¬ 
ren. 

The court heard during 
his trial that the assaults 
happened when Ratcliffe 
visited the girls’ mother 
for sex. 

The offences took place 
more than a decade ago, 
starting when the girls 
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were just entering their 
teens and lasted for two or 
three years. 

One of the victims told 
the court: “At the time I 
didn’t think it was groping. 
It just seemed like cuddles 
but it got uncomfortable”. 

Ratcliffe, of Laceys Lane, 
Exning, denied that he 
had touched the girls in¬ 
decently and claimed that 
their allegations were an 
attempt to get back at 
their mother through him. 

His barrister Charles 
Myatt told the court that 
Ratcliffe’s finances had 
collapsed after the girls’ 
allegations were made 
public and he was forced 
to hand over his company 
to another business for 
nothing. 

In return the new 
owners took on Ratcliffe’s 


debts in respect of the 
vehicles he used until June 
last year to transport 
racehorses all over Britain. 

Previously Ratcliffe had 
been hoping to sell the 
business for around 
£800,000. 

Before his trial, Ratcliffe 
had been earning £400 a 
week by working as a 
consultant for the new 
owners but he and his 
wife, who had no other 
source of income, had 
now been reduced to 
living on state pensions in 
rented accommodation, 
said Mr Myatt. 

In addition, Ratcliffe 
and his wife were facing 
court proceedings over 
debts of £1.6 million. 

Mr Myatt said that the 
offences had, with one 
exception, been at the 
lower end of the scale of 
seriousness.

AN attack victim 
feared for his life 
when a plastic bag 
was held over his 
face, a court was 
told. 

Rodney O’Brien was 
punched and kicked in 
the head in the attack, in 
a room at a homeless 
hostel in Newmarket. 

He was saved when a 
friend pulled the bag off 
his head and called the 
police, a court heard. 

His attackers, Ricky 
Green, 23, and Alana 
Yates, 18, were locked up 
after they admitted 
unlawful wounding. 

Yates, who the court 
heard had a string of 
previous convictions 
including violence, also 
admitted common 
assault after spitting in 
the face of a police 
officer after she had 
been arrested. 

Green, of Windsor 
Road, Newmarket, was 
jailed for two and a half 
years. 

Yates, of High Street, 
Newmarket, was sent to 


Ricky Green. 

a young offenders’ 
institution for 18 
months. 

Ipswich Crown Court 
was told the attack took 
place when Green and 
Yates burst into a room 
in Rockfield House, in 
Bury Road, Newmarket, 
at 2am on September 24. 

Mr O’Brien had been 
asleep on the floor and 
Green stood on his 
hands and placed the 
plastic bag over his 
head, said Patricia 
Doggett, prosecuting. 

Green repeatedly

punched and kicked Mr 
O’Brien before his friend 
Kevin Docherty inter¬ 
vened and pulled the 
plastic bag off. 

While Mr Docherty 
was out of the room 
calling the police, Yates 
also joined in the attack. 

When Mr Docherty 
returned he found Mr 
O’Brien covered in 
blood and it was later 
discovered that he had 
suffered a 5cm long cut 
to his head which 
required five stitches. 

The wound was 


believed to have been 
caused by a ring Green 
was wearing. 

Miss Doggett said Mr 
O’Brien suffered flash¬ 
backs of the attack and 
sleeplessness as a result. 

In a statement read in 
court Mr O’Brien said: “I 
couldn’t breathe. I 
almost blacked out. I 
then felt a fist start to 
strike my head very 
hard.” 

Charles Judge, for 
Green, said he had 
already spent five 
months in jail on 
remand and had lost his 
accommodation as a 
result. 

He said the attack was 
not premeditated. 

Joanne Ely, represent¬ 
ing Yates, said she had 
turned to drink and 
drugs to cope with the 
difficult period in her 
life. 

Judge John Holt ruled 
that the time the pair 
had spent in custody 
already could be 
deducted from their 
sentences.

Learning adventurously! 
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Mothering Sunday will 
of real celebration for 



bright blue eyes and 
infectious smile, little 
Barnaby Clark is just 
adorable. 

Sitting in the middle of 
the floor, surrounded by 
colouring pencils and 
paper, he is hard at work 
on his latest creation. He’s 
only 17 months old, so the 
results are, admittedly, 
somewhat abstract; he 
says, with a certain 
amount of authority, that 
it’s a picture of a “red car”. 

“He seems to come up 
with something new every 
day at the moment,” 
laughs his mum, Victoria. 
“He spent the day with his 
grandma last week and 
learned to say ‘tiger’, 
which was very sweet. 

He’s just brilliant, aren’t 
you little man?” 

Scooping Barnaby up 
off the floor and into her 
arms for a cuddle, Victoria 
explains that her son is 
extra-special. She and her 
husband, Andrew, went 
through a lot to get him: 
Victoria suffered three 
miscarriages in nine 
months, one a frightening 
ectopic pregnancy, and 
then, when Barnaby 
arrived, he ended up in 
intensive care. 

“Ever since then he’s 
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been a dream baby,” 
continues Victoria. “He’s 
always been so good. I say 
it’s my reward for having 
to go through such a bad 
time to get him. We’d like 
to have another child one 
day but, if he’s the only 
one we ever have, I’ll still 
be the happiest person in 
the world...” 

This weekend’s 
Mothering Sunday will, 
Victoria adds, definitely 
be a day of celebration; 
there was a time, she 
admits, when she feared 
she might never become a 
mum. 

After meeting in 2003, 
via online dating site 
Match.com, Victoria and 
Andrew agreed they 
wanted to start a family. “A 
friend and I thought it was 
a good idea one night to 
try online dating,” says 
Victoria, 32. “Andrew was 
the first person I met. In 
fact he was the only 
person I met - the only 
person I ever spoke to. 
And we’ve been together 
ever since.” 

A solicitor, Victoria has 
lived in and around 
Cambridge all her life; 
settling in the city, she and 
Andrew started trying for 
a baby in the spring of 
2006. “I fell pregnant in 


the December and then, 
at 10 weeks, I miscarried,” 
she recalls. “It was fairly 
unpleasant in terms of the 
physical side-effects and 
emotionally I found it very 
tough, a lot tougher than I 
would have imagined... 


“It’s not something 
people talk about a lot 
but, as I’ve since 
discovered, miscarriage is 
sadly a lot more common 
than you might think. At 
the time I had this feeling 
of not being adequate, of 


not being able to do what 
other women seemed to 
be able to do so easily. 

“It was a bit like when 
you buy a new car and 
suddenly see other people 
driving the same model all 
over the place: when 
you’re trying for a baby, 
you see bumps and 
babies and prams 
everywhere you go. And 
you automatically think 
that everyone else has had 
it easy; that there’s 
something wrong with 
you.” 

In the aftermath of her 
first miscarriage, Victoria 
says she felt very low. 
Seeking help from a 
counsellor (arranged by 
her employers, Taylor 
Vinters in Cambridge), 
she also contacted the 
local branch of the 
national Miscarriage 
Association, based in 
Royston - and says both 
provided great support. 

“As a solicitor I’ve 
always worked in a very 
regimented way,” 
continues Victoria. “I like 
to be in control. The 
counsellor helped me 
realise that I can’t control 
everything. She also 
helped me realise that bad 
things can happen to 
good people - your first 
instinct, in a situation like 
that, is to blame yourself. 

“At the time there were 


three pregnant women in 
my team at work,” she 
adds. “I found that very 
difficult. As time went by 
they started getting bigger, 
going off on maternity 
leave and then, eventually, 
bringing their babies into 
the office. My secretary 
was very good: she used to 
warn me when they were 
coming into the building 
and I’d go off and hide. I 
just couldn’t face them.” 

By the April of 2007, 
Victoria was pregnant 
again. But, during an early 
scan, doctors realised 
there was something 
badly wrong. “I was six 
weeks pregnant but they 
couldn’t find anything in 
my womb, nothing,” says 
Victoria. “Their 
conclusion was that it was 
probably an ectopic 
pregnancy, which can be 
really dangerous. So they 
had to give me 
medication to induce a 
miscarriage.” 

Ectopic pregnancies 
implant outside the 
uterus, most commonly 
in a fallopian tube. With 
very rare exceptions, they 
are not viable. And, if left 
to develop, ectopic 
pregnancies can cause 
internal bleeding - and 
even lead to death. 

The day after the scan, 
Victoria was her sister’s 
bridesmaid. “The photos 


have almost become a 
joke now,” she says, 
“because I look so 
miserable in every single 
one.” 

That same night, while 
she was sitting on her 
parents’ sofa in tears, 
Andrew asked Victoria to 
marry him. “When people 
ask how he proposed, I 
have to explain it wasn’t 
the normal bended knee 
scenario,” she admits. “I 
think he just wanted to 
make me happy again.” 

In the wake of the 
induced miscarriage, 
experts told Victoria she 
must take a break from 
trying to conceive while 
the medication worked its 
way out of her system. 

Then, soon after they 
married in the September, 
Victoria and Andrew 
discovered she was 
expecting again; this time, 
the pregnancy lasted little 
over five weeks. 

Referred to the 
recurrent miscarriage 
clinic at Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital in Cambridge, 
Victoria underwent a 
whole series of tests. But 
doctors couldn’t find 
anything wrong. They 
advised another break, for 
six months this time, to 
give Victoria’s body 
chance to recover. 

“Well, we went to my 
work Christmas party,

drank too much, weren’t 
quite as careful as we 
might have been - and 
then this one turned up,” 
laughs Victoria. 

Within three weeks, 
Victoria knew she was 
pregnant; among other 
things, she was already 
suffering from morning 
sickness. 

After returning from 
holiday, Victoria went in 
for another scan, this time 
at nine weeks. “If someone 
was to ask me what the 
best moment of my life has 
been, it would have to be 
that moment,” she says. 

“As soon as they put the 
scanner on my tummy you 
could see something there, 
something moving - you 
could see this little arm 
waving at you. Whenever 
I’d had a scan before there 
was nothing to see: it was 
amazing.” 

Despite 12 weeks of 
morning sickness and 
suffering from swollen feet 
during the summer heat, 
Victoria says her 
pregnancy progressed 
perfectly smoothly. Going 
10 days past her due date, 


she was booked into 
Addenbrooke’s maternity 
unit, the Rosie, to be 
induced. 

After almost 24 hours in 
labour, including an 
epidural, five midwives 
and more than two hours 
of solid pushing, baby 
Barnaby still showed little 
sign of coming out. In the 
end, he was delivered via 
ventouse (a suction 
device). 

But, during the 
delivery, he swallowed 
some meconium (the 
name given to babies’ 
first stools, made up of 
material ingested in 
utero) and his heart rate 
began to drop. 

“They rested him on 
my tummy to cut the 
cord and then whisked 
him away onto the 
resuscitation trolley,” 
remembers Victoria. “He 
was totally quiet; it was 
about three minutes 
before he cried. And then 
he was rushed into 
neonatal intensive care.” 

Meanwhile, Victoria 
was told she needed 
emergency surgery to 


remove her placenta (a 
procedure she describes 
“like something out of All 
Creatures Great and 
Small”). About 2am, 
some six hours after he 
was born, Victoria was 
wheeled to the special 
care baby unit to see 
Barnaby properly for the 
first time; weighing in at 
71b 3oz, she says he was 
“incredible”. 

After five days in 
hospital, Victoria and 
Andrew were finally able 
to bring their baby home 
- and they’ve been a very 
happy family ever since. 

“I don’t know whether 
it helps other people to 
say this or not, but if 
you’re having a tough 
time having a baby you 
really aren’t alone,” adds 
Victoria. “It took us a 
while to get there, but we 
did. And we couldn’t be 
happier.”

Victoria, Andrew and Barnaby are all 
supporters of Tommy’s. A national charity, 
it funds vital research into the causes of 
pregnancy complications such as 
miscarriage, stillbirth and premature birth 
- so that more babies can be given the 
best chance of being born healthy. 

“As we know only too well, it’s a very 
important cause,” says Victoria. “Even 
Barnaby does his bit: he did a sponsored 
splashathon last July to raise money for 
Tommy’s - he raised £350 by swimming 
through a hoop.” 


Statistics show that one in four women 
experience complications in pregnancy, 
from miscarriage to premature birth and 
stillbirth, but traditionally little funding has 
been made available for research in the 
UK; Tommy's therefore relies on the 
fundraising efforts of the public. 

As well as funding research, the charity 
provides a free information service (via 
the telephone and via the web) that 
educates all parents-to-be about health in 
pregnancy.

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Surprise 
at impact 
of History 


ALAN Bennett has a rare gift 
of effortlessly combining 
intellect with humour, 
tenderness and an almost 
homespun charm. 

His national treasure status is 
well earned: Bennett is a household 
name attracting huge audiences at 
rare public appearances. When he 
came to Ely in 2006, as part of an 
event held at Ely Cathedral, 
organised by bookseller Robert 
Topping, fans were queuing around 
the block, and the cathedral was 
packed with more than 1,100 fans 
keen to hear Bennett read from his 
personal diaries. He’s a man who 
strikes a chord. 

The History Boys, which has 
opened at Cambridge Arts Theatre 
for a 12-day run, is now celebrated 
as a modern theatre classic - but 
the impact of the play came as a 
huge surprise to the writer. 

“The success of The History 
Boys is still a source of wonder to 
me really,” Bennett says. “When 
you’re young, you don’t think about 
it. Like the boys in the play - they 
think it’s quite natural for something 
to do so well on Broadway. We 


were the same.” 

Originally opening at the National 
Theatre in 2004, The History Boys is 
set in a sixth form in the north of 
England where a bunch of 
boisterous and bright boys are 
attempting to gain entrance to 
Oxford and Cambridge while coping 
with the varied distractions of youth. 

When Bennett wrote the play, he 
was told by the National’s director, 
Nicholas Hytner, that it would 
probably last for around 80 
performances and end there, as it 
lacked wide appeal. 

He could not have been more 
wrong. After The History Boys 
opened, word-of-mouth spread fast 
and the play became a critical and 
popular hit, winning the Evening 
Standard Award for Best Play of the 
Year 2004, the Laurence Olivier 
Award for Best Play 2005 and, on 
Broadway, the 2006 Tony Award for 
Best Play. 

Hytner was pleasantly surprised 
to be proved wrong and remained 
on-board when the play was made, 
with the entire original cast, into the 
award-winning film of the same 
name in 2006. 

“We all had such a good time 



doing it,” recalls Bennett. “The film is 
a very good account of the play. It 
may be a touch sadder, actually, but 
it’s still very funny.” 

Bennett came to Cambridge in 
1953, learning Russian at the Joint 
Services School for Linguistics, 
founded in 1951 by the armed 
services to provide language training 
to selected conscripts undergoing 
National Service. 

Bennett was offered a place at 
Sidney Sussex College but won a 
scholarship to attend Exeter College, 
Oxford, where he gained a First in 
History. 

His writings offer food for thought, 
often coloured by humour, and show 
Bennett to be concerned about 
issues and events close to his heart. 
His ramblings hover on subjects and 
characters easily overlooked in the 


mainstream and embrace moments 
of dull ordinariness that, for Bennett, 
offer an opportunity for engaging 
narrative, sharp wit and an 
observant eye. 

In his book Untold Stories, a 
personal piece including extracts 
from his diaries, published in 2005, 
Bennett writes movingly about his 
mother’s depression. 

He assumed this autobiographical 
work would be released 
posthumously, after he was 
diagnosed with cancer, but the writer 
survived the illness and chose not to 
make changes to the manuscript for 
publication. 

Bennett also mentions Ely 
Cathedral in the book and how much 
he admires it: “It’s not like any other 
cathedral in England - it’s more like 
an Italian cathedral. But we tend to 


take it for granted because it’s 
always been there. If you saw it in 
Pisa you’d think it was the most 
wonderful building in the world.” 

Kettle’s Yard, in Cambridge, also 
gets a mention and Bennett is 
obviously impressed: “It’s so 
inspiring. And it’s one of the few 
places where I feel I could actually 
live; you never feel that in a country 
house or a museum.” 

Bennett fans will take delight in 
The History Boys forming part of the 
Cambridge Arts Theatre’s spring 
programme. The play was a sell-out 
at the Arts when it showed in 2007 
and the forthcoming Theatre Royal 
Bath production is shaping up for 
similar success. 

The play contrasts the educational 
styles of two teachers: Irwin is from 
the fact-packing Gradgrind school of 


teaching, keen to pour facts into the 
group of boys preparing for their 
Oxbridge history entry exams, while 
Hector shuns the idea of 
examinations, preferring to inspire 
his students and challenge their 
minds. 

When the play opened at the 
National Theatre, a debate on the 
role of examinations, grades and 
targets in education was sparked 
and Bennett expressed his opinions, 
especially on the role of history in 
the curriculum: “I think the notion of 
scrapping history as a subject is 
mad - it’s just insane.”

ALICE IN WONDERLAND (PG, 108 
mins) Family.

Sweeney Todd. 

Johnny Depp has been a regular 
collaborator during the past two 
decades, and the Oscar-nominated 
actor gets top billing in this wild re¬ 
imagining of the books of Lewis 
Carroll. 

Based on a screenplay by Linda 



Woolverton {The Lion King), Burton’s 
descent down the rabbit hole is a 
characteristically eye-catching and 
quixotic journey of self-discovery in 
a world where anything can happen. 
Fans of the director’s earlier work 
will recognise his thumbprints on the 
grotesque character design, and the 
colourful sets, many of which are 
rendered digitally. 

However, the action-oriented 
narrative owes a lot to The Golden 
Compass and the Narnia films in 
terms of the imagery and plot 
developments. 

The film opens with rebellious 19- 
year-old heroine (Wasikowska) faced 


with a most unexpected marriage 
proposal from bumbling twit, Hamish 
Ascot (Bill). 

Fleeing the public proposal to clear 
her head, Alice chases a White 
Rabbit (voiced by Sheen) down a 
hole, and reunites with old friends 
the Mad Hatter (Depp), Tweedledee 
and Tweedledum (Lucas), Absolem 
the Caterpillar (voiced by Rickman), 
The Dormouse (Windsor) and The 
Cheshire Cat (Fry), who she cannot 
remember from her earlier visit to 
Wonderland. 

Alice learns she is destined to slay 
the fearsome Jabberwocky 
(Christopher Lee), owned by the 
decapitation-happy Red Queen 
(Bonham Carter). 

Alice In Wonderland screens in 3D in 
selected cinemas and the technology 
works best at the beginning of the 
film, when Alice tumbles down the 
hole and objects fly at the screen, 
although Burton’s vision loses very 
little in traditional 2D. 

Bonham Carter is a delight as the 
maniacal monarch, who employs 
swine as footstools: “I love a warm 
pig belly for my aching feet!" 

The framing device of the marriage 
proposal robs the film of any sense 
of urgency - how can Alice be 
harmed when she has to return to 
the world above to give Hamish her 
answer?

Mix it ud with fruit and 


veg in the flower 



F or many years, 

vegetables were not 
considered an 
ornamental addition to 
the garden, and veg plots 
were often hidden out of 
sight or at least as far 
away as possible from 
prized flowering beds 
and borders. 

However, that’s all changing, 
as many gardeners with limited 
space plant vegetables among 
border perennials, filling gaps 
with leafy lettuces, bronze 
fennel and wild strawberries 
rather than conventional 
bedding. 

Vegetables can be easily 
combined in the flower garden, 
says Gardeners’World regular 
Alys Fowler, presenter of a 
forthcoming new BBC2 series, 
The Edible Garden, and author 
of the accompanying book. 

In her own 20ft by 50ft 
garden in Birmingham, Alys 
mixes veg with flowers 
throughout her borders, 
placing salvias next to 
tomatoes, broad beans and

pink-flowering strawberries 
beside aquilegia, and makes 
bold statements with structural 
globe artichokes, rhubarb and 
courgettes. 

“Lettuces can be the most 
attractive leaves in the world,” 
she says, citing varieties 
including ‘Cos Freckles’ (Cos 
green with crimson splotches), 
‘Mascara’ (darkred), ‘Australian 
Yellow Leaf’ (bright green- 
yellow frilly leaves) and 
‘Grenoble Red’ as just a few of 
the varieties which are as 
ornamental as they are tasty. 

Even if you only have a tiny 
space on your patio for a 
couple of pots, or just a 
window box, you can grow veg 
alongside flowers without it 


looking like a dog’s dinner, she 
insists. 

“In a window box, you can 
grow veg which don’t have a 
long root run, such as lettuces, 
alongside violas, pansies, 
calendula, dwarf varieties of 
nasturtium and herbs such as 
thyme.” 

And, it’s not just the veg that 
can be harvested. Pick off the 
flowers of violas and 
nasturtiums to make a 
colourful addition to salads, 
and they are also ideal for 
decorating chocolate cakes. 

“Edible flowers such as violas 
and pansies are cheap and will 
pretty much flower all through 
the season,” she says. 

“Herb flowers, such as 
chives, sage or rosemary, can 
be added to oils and vinegars 
to offer a subtle flavour and 
enhance their appearance.” 

Ideally, to combine veg with 
flowers in a limited space like a 
container, make sure the 
container is at least eight 
inches deep, otherwise what 
little soil you have in there is 
going to dry out quickly, she 
advises. 

“In a really shallow 


beds 


windowbox you’ll need to 
water regularly and feed at 
least once a week with 
something like a liquid 
seaweed feed, because you are 
asking quite a lot of the plants. 

“Lettuces, rocket and 
radishes are good for window 
boxes as they don’t need much 
root run, while basil or thyme 
are suitable for really sunny 
spots. 

“Traditional strawberries 
also like a lot of sun.” 

However, you’re not just 
limited to lettuces in small 
containers, she notes. 

“The explosion of patio veg 
collections from seed 
companies is making growing 
your own more appealing to 
more people. 

“There are varieties of 
stumpy, more rounded carrots 
which don’t need such deep 
soil, such as ‘Paris Market 
Baron’, while other veg, such as 
beetroot, can be grown and 
then harvested as baby 
beetroot, instead of growing 
them full-size.” 

Some tomatoes cascade 
happily from hanging baskets, 
such as ‘Tumbling Tom’, while 


small ornamental chillis, such 
as ‘Krakatoa’, are ideal in pots 
on patios and window ledges.

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Sempervivum (Houseleek): 

These eye-catching 
evergreen, low-growing 
succulents provide essential 
early interest in the rock 
garden, scree bed or alpine 
container before spring flowers 
come into their own. They are 
grown for their ball-like 
rosettes of fleshy leaves, and 
will withstand most conditions, 


although they may rot if they’re 
waterlogged. Sempervivum 
means ‘always alive’, 
demonstrating that they will 
tolerate extreme temperatures 
and drought. They thrive in a 
sunny position in well-drained 
compost with added grit, and 
do well in south-facing 
rockeries, gravel gardens and 
vertical walls, as well as alpine 
containers. There are many 
varieties. The common 
houseleek, S. tectorum, has 
10cm (4in) wide purple-tipped 
rosettes, while more colourful 
varieties include S. ‘Rubin’, 
which is reddish-bronze, and S. 
‘Irazu’, which has pretty purple 
rosettes and silver leaf margins.

Weather and potholes boost 
sales of new/used offroaders

WHILE the ongoing bad 
weather has so far failed 
to bring Britain totally to 
its knees, it is doing a 
good job of putting more 
of the country’s motorists 
on all fours. 

The market - new and used 
- for compact off-roaders, 
crossovers, mid-sized sports 
utility vehicles, and large 4x4s 
is booming, which is good 
news for mud-plugger makers 
and retailers everywhere. 

Ice and snow has turned the 
school and supermarket runs 
into challenging drives, 
forcing more and more 
drivers into considering an 
off-roader as their next new, 
or second-hand, vehicle buy. 

This is backed by the car 
valuation experts at Glass’s 
Guide, which is used by much 
of the UK’s motor trade for 
trade-in-deal decisions,

against premium crossover 
rivals with its new ix35, which 
goes on sale in the UK on 
March 25, pricing the 
newcomer from £16,495 to 
£20,495. 

The best-selling ix35s will 
centre around the firm’s 2.0- 
litre diesel engine, and new 
1.6-litre petrol and 1.7-litre 
diesel units will join the range 
this autumn. 

Watch out, too, for 
Mitsubishi’s new ASX 
compact crossover which 
arrives in Britain in late spring 
- among its choice of 
powerplants will be a highly 
sought-after 1.8-litre turbo 
diesel. 

Finally, if it must be a bigger 
4x4, then await the April 
launch of Nissan’s revamped 
Pathfinder, which arrives here 
with a tough new look at the 
same time as the new-look 
Navara pick-up truck. Prices 
are due soon.
